Chamber of Commerce Conference: 
Aruba Without the Refinery 


Jamal Mah aw at Khan: "Our Destiny is in OUR Hands" 


On Tuesday morning, March 
26, the conference sponsored 
by Aruba’s Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, (KvK) dedicated to 
confronting the issue of what 
to do about the now abandoned 
refinery, presented five spea¬ 
kers with viable, innovative 
ideas. 

First to the podium was the 
President of the Board of the 
KvK, Mr. Jamal Mahawat 
Khan, who urged the audience, 
and those listening at home via 
live broadcast, to consider and 
face the realities of the refinery 
and the future of San Nicolas. 

Mr. Khan's presentation 
was titled "Our Destiny is in 
our Hands." The essential mes¬ 
sage: rather than waiting for 
the government to solve the 
situation, islanders, both indi¬ 
viduals and business entities, 
can take the steps, with the co¬ 
operation of legislators, to turn 
around this facility and revita¬ 
lize the eastern end of Aruba. 
Following his presentation was 
a suggestion of a practical ap¬ 
plication almost immediately 
available, researched by 
Danny Brete, who worked in 
the San Nicolas port for years 
as a port pilot, and captain of 
the tug that moved the giant 
tankers to their berths. 

Mr. Khan holds a degree as 
an Engineer of Business Sci¬ 
ence from the University of 
Twente, in the Netherlands, 
and has been a prominent fi¬ 
gure on the Aruba business 
landscape for 20 years. He first 
examined the realities of there - 
finery at present, including the 
fact that Valero, though using 
the port of San Nicolas as a 
transshipment station, has ter¬ 
minated all contracts regarding 
the refinery. A settlement was 
reached in 2010 citing a han¬ 
dover of the refinery to the 
Aruban government three 
years from termination of op¬ 
eration, though whether this 
will be from March 2012,

Police to conduct preventive body Today is last day to turn in 
searches for drugs unused 2013 number plates! 


ORANJESTAD - The Prose¬ 
cutor’s Office has recently is¬ 
sued a bulletin regarding the 
Government Decree on drugs, 
which is a new article (article 
10:3). This bulletin states that 
in conjunction with the Minis¬ 
ter of Justice and the Chief of 
Police, they can delineate a 
particular area in which pre¬ 
ventive body searches for the 
possession of drugs may be 
conducted. 

The law on firearms con¬ 
tains a similar article on the 
possession of firearms. In the 
past the Police have conducted 
body searches for firearms. 
The last such search took place 
during the weekend of the 
grand Carnival parade. 

Along with preventive body 
searches for firearms, the Po¬ 
lice are authorized to stop 
everyone and do a body search 
for the possession of drugs in 
the area designated by the 
Prosecutor. 


On March 22, the govern¬ 
ment officials met to discuss 
this matter, and they decided 
that the following areas will be 
designated for conducting pre¬ 
ventive body searches: 

1. The area of the high rise 
hotels from MooMba Beach to 
the Westin Hotel (from the 
coast to Sasakiweg, including 
the shops and festive centers 
north of L.G. Smith Boulevard 
in front of the hotels) 

2. The city center of Oran- 
jestad up to Madiki (as of Wil- 
helmina Park to the cruise 
terminal and Madiki, including 
Hendrikstraat, Caya Betico 
Croes, Steenweg, Wilhelmi- 
nastraat, Zoutmanstraat, La- 
goenweg and Arendsstraat). 

Characteristic of these two 
areas is the mayor disturbance 
in relation to drug dealings and 
the use of drugs. 

The Police are authorized to 
do body searches in these areas 
for as long as 12 hours. These

ORANJESTAD — The govern¬ 
ment has issued a bulletin re¬ 
minding all motorists that 
today, March 28th is the last 
day to turn in any unused num¬ 
ber plates for 2013, for vehicle 
no longer in use. 

In order to be free of having 
to pay taxes for one or more 
quarters for a vehicle not in use 
or for a vehicle that will not be 
in use for some time, the par¬ 
ticular conditions are: 

1. The client has submitted 


the number plates to the Tax 
Department before the begin¬ 
ning of the quarter. 

2. The number plates have 
remained at the Tax Depart¬ 
ment for more than one quarter 
during the year. 

Submitting number plates: 

The client may submit 
number plates either at the 
main office in Oranjestad or at 
one of the auxiliary govern¬ 
ment offices in the districts.

The client must fill out anc 
sign a form at the office in 
which he declares having sub¬ 
mitted the number plates of his 
vehicle. The client must also 
state the reason for turning in 
the plates: for example he will 
be travelling for a length of 
time; vehicle is not in good re¬ 
pair, etc. 

The department will reserve 
the client’s number for the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year. After the fiscal 
year, the client runs the risk of 
losing the number in the event 
there is no reaction from the 
client. 

The dispensation for paying 
taxes on the number plates de¬ 
pends on how long the client 
has allowed the number to re¬ 
main at the Tax Department. 
For example, if the number re¬ 
mained at the Department for 
one month during the quarter, 
because that was the length of 
time that the vehicle was out of 
function; and the client comes 
to claim his plates, he will be 
required to pay taxes for that 
quarter. 

The dispensation is not 
based on how many months 
the plates remained unclaimed, 
but on the quarter of the year. 
And, the dispensation is not 
retroactive. 

Any client who comes to 
claim number plates now will 
be required to pay for the quar¬ 
ter in view of the fact that the 
quarter has already begun. 

Number plates submitted 
now may fall under the dispen¬ 
sation for the second quarter 
(April to June 2013). A client 
who comes to retrieve plates 
now, during the month of 
April, will be required to pay 
for the entire second quarter. 
Dispensation does not exclude 
the cost of the plates. There 
will always be the cost of Afls. 
20 for the plates. 


Cabinet Hodge resigns, is officially a Amanda Knox to keep US 
demissionairy Government book promotion schedule 


WILLEMSTAD - Prime Mi¬ 
nister Daniel Hodge yester¬ 
day announced that his 
Government has officially re¬ 
signed. Now the Cabinet is a 
demissionairy Government 
and the process of forming a 
new Government can start. 

A new “formateur” will be 
appointed. This is done by 
the Governor under recom¬ 
mendation of Parliament. 
This “formateur” will then 
start the process of forming a 
political Government. The 


“formateur” will also start the 
screening process of the can¬ 
didate Ministers for the new 
Government. 

The coalition partners are 
currently negotiating the for¬ 
mation of a new political 
government with the support 
of Pueblo Soberano, PAIS, 
PNP and Independent Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament Glenn Sul- 
varan. 

The parties are currently 
trying to see who they want 
to appoint as Ministers in the 


new Government. 

Prime Minister Daniel 
Hodge declared recently that 
there is no contention be¬ 
tween the Government of 
professionals and the mem¬ 
bers of the coalition. He also 
declared that his Government 
was appointed for a period of 
three to six months and that it 
is time for the politicians to 
appoint an “informateur” to 
start the process of forming a 
political cabinet. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Amanda Knox will keep to a 
planned publicity schedule for 
releasing a book about her or¬ 
deal next month despite an 
Italian decision to quash her 
murder acquittal, her publisher 
said yesterday. 

HarperCollins is due to re¬ 
lease the US student's memoir 
"Waiting to be Heard" on April 
30, when she will give her first 
interview to television network 
ABC's Diane Sawyer in the 
United States. 

The 25-year-old described 


as "painful" a court's ruling 
Tuesday that she will be retried 
in Italy for the grisly 2007 
murder of her British house¬ 
mate Meredith Kercher. 

But her publisher said the 
ruling would not change her 
book release plans — including 
the ABC appearance, the first 
major sit-down interview since 
she returned to Seattle. 

By yesterday the book had 
risen to number 415 on online 
retailing giant Amazon.com's 
bestsellers list, based on pre¬ 
orders.

marriage law 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Supreme Court signalled yes¬ 
terday it could throw out a US 
law that defines marriage as 
strictly between a man and a 
woman, in a second day of 
hearings on the thorny issue of 
same-sex marriage. 

For nearly two hours, the 
nine justices who make up the 
nation's highest court grilled 
lawyers on the constitutional¬ 
ity of the Defense of Marriage 
Act (DOMA) — with five of 
them appearing to lean in favor 
of striking it down. 

The controversial 1996 law 
denies married gay and lesbian 
couples the same federal rights 
and benefits that heterosexual 
couples take for granted, from 
tax breaks and welfare benefits 
to access to a hospitalized 
spouse. 

The plaintiff is Edith Wind¬ 
sor, 83, who was ordered to 
pay federal inheritance taxes of 
$363,000 following the 2009 


death of Thea Spyer, her part¬ 
ner of more than 40 years. The 
couple had married in Canada 
in 2007. 

Under DOMA, the survi¬ 
ving half of a heterosexual 
couple would not have faced 
the same tax burden. 

In an exchange with 
lawyers arguing the two sides 
of the case, Justice Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg suggested DOMA 
represented, in her view, two 
kinds of wedlock — "full mar¬ 
riage and skim milk marriage." 

Her colleague Elena Kagan 
went further, saying that 
DOMA was "infected by ani¬ 
mus, fear and dislike." 

Justice Anthony Kennedy, a 
conservative whose swing vote 
on gay rights could decide the 
outcome, said he was "trou¬ 
bled" by how the DOMA case 
would impact the rights of 
each of the 50 states to set out 
their own marriage laws. 

Outside the court, hundreds 


of marriage equality supporters 
chanted "Edie! Edie!" as 
Windsor exited the stately 
building with her legal team 
and told assembled reporters: 
"I think it was great. I think it 
went beautifully." 

President Barack Obama's 
administration initially op¬ 
posed Windsor's bid to repeal 
DOMA as it progressed 
through the lower courts, 
where the law has already 
twice been ruled unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

But the White House has 
since switched sides. Now it is 
calling for the law to be over¬ 
turned, leaving DOMA to be 
defended by a group of Repub¬ 
lican lawmakers, along with a 
coalition of religious and con¬ 
servative groups. 

Opponents of Windsor's 
stance include Republican 
lawmakers and Christian 
groups.

Cyprus imposes controls, 
withdrawals only 300 
euros a day 


NICOSIA (AFP) - Cyprus Fi¬ 
nance Minister Michalis Sarris 
imposed temporary capital 
controls yesterday following 
the island's EU-IMF bailout, 
stipulating a maximum cash 
withdrawal of 300 euros a day. 

The decree carried on state 
media also bans people from 
taking more than 1,000 euros 
($1,300) in cash out of the 
Mediterranean island, with 
customs officers authorised to 
check people, and prohibits the 
cashing of cheques. 

The controls were imposed 
ahead of the reopening of 
Cyprus banks today. They have 
been closed since March 16 
while the country negotiated a 
eurozone rescue package. 

At least two shipping con¬ 
tainers reportedly filled with 
cash were delivered to the cen¬ 
tral bank in Nicosia on 
Wednesday night, an AFP jour¬ 
nalist said. 


Sarris cited as the "lack of 
substantial liquidity and signi¬ 
ficant risk of deposits outflow, 
with possible outcome the col¬ 
lapse of the credit institutions" 
as the reasons for the restric¬ 
tions. 

He said in the decree this 
could cause "chain effects that 
could lead to systemic instabi¬ 
lity of the financial system and 
have destabilising consequen¬ 
ces on the economy as a 
whole." 

The controls also impose a 
limit of 5,000 euros a month in 
credit or debit card purchases 
while out of the country. 

Non-cash payments or 
money transfers outside 
Cyprus are prohibited, with 
some narrowly defined excep¬ 
tions such as paying by parents 
of tuition fees and accommo¬ 
dation for children studying in 
schools and universities 
abroad. 


US: N. Korea cutting of 
military hotline 'provocative' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
North Korea's severing of a 
military hotline with the South 
at a time of heightened tension 
was a provocative step, a US 
defense department spokes¬ 
man said yesterday. 

"This is yet another pro¬ 
vocative and unconstructive 
step that the North Korean 
regime has taken," Pentagon 
spokesman George Little said. 

"It's very important for the 
regime to focus on what we 
think is the right course of ac¬ 
tion, and that is peace and sta¬ 
bility on the Korean peninsula, 
and their provocations and bel¬ 
licose rhetoric aren't helpful in 
the situation." 

The decision to sever the 
last direct communication link 
with the South coincided with 
an announcement that the 
North's top leadership would 
meet in the next few days to 
discuss an "important issue" 
and make a "drastic turn." 

The hotline move was re¬ 
layed by a senior North Ko¬ 


rean military official to his 
South Korean counterpart just 
before the link was severed. 

"Under the situation where 
a war may break out any mo¬ 
ment, there is no need to keep 
up North-South military com¬ 
munications," the official was 
quoted as saying by the official 
Korean Central News Agency. 

Cutting the hotline was the 
latest in a series of threats and 
actions that have raised ten¬ 
sions on the Korean peninsula 
since the North's long-range 
rocket launch in December and 
its nuclear test last month. 

Both events triggered UN 
sanctions that infuriated Py¬ 
ongyang, which has spent the 
past month issuing increas¬ 
ingly bellicose statements 
about unleashing an "all-out 
war." 

State Department acting 
deputy spokesman Patrick 
Ventrell said Washington re¬ 
mained in close contact with 
its allies in the region as the 
situation unfolds.

Number of US cancer 
survivors is on the 


rise 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
number of Americans who 
have survived cancer is on the 
rise and is expected to reach 
18 million people in the next 
decade, according to a report 
released Wednesday. 

That would be a 30 percent 
increase over the latest figures 
in January 2012, which 
showed 13.7 million people in 
the United States had survived 
some form of cancer, accord¬ 
ing to the American Associa¬ 
tion for Cancer Research. 

The forecasted increase is 
mainly due to the aging popu¬ 
lation, with two thirds of can¬ 
cer survivors expected to be 65 
or older by 2020, said the 
study. 

The AACR's report shows 
that women with breast cancer 
account for 22 percent of sur¬ 
vivors, while men with 
prostate cancer make up 20 
percent. 

However, those with lung 
cancer make up a slim three 
percent of all US survivors. 

’’For patients with prostate 
cancer, we have a nearly 100 
percent five-year survival rate, 
and breast cancer has made 
tremendous strides as well, 
with five-year survival rising 
from 75 percent in 1975 to al¬ 
most 89 percent in 2012,” said 
Rowland. 

A report by the US Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention released in January 
showed that fewer people 
were dying from cancer in the 
United States, continuing a 
trend that began in the early 
1990s. 


The CDC study found that 
from 2000 to 2009, cancer 
death rates decreased by 1.8 
percent per year among men 
and by 1.4 percent per year 
among women. 

Cancer kills more than 
1,500 people a day in the 
United States — a total of 
301,820 men and 275,370 
women in 2012, according to 
the latest estimates by the 
American Cancer Society. 

About 1.6 million Ameri¬ 
cans are diagnosed with can¬ 
cer every year.

'Bazooka' attacks slowing Internet: 
security experts 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Internet may have been slowed 
by one of the largest cyber at¬ 
tacks ever seen, which targeted 
a European group that patrols 
the Web for spam, security ex¬ 
perts said Wednesday. 

The attacks targeted 
Spamhaus, a Geneva-based 
volunteer group that publishes 
spam blacklists which are used 
by networks to filter out un¬ 
wanted email, and led to cyber¬ 
space congestion which may 
have affected the overall Inter¬ 
net, according to Matthew 
Prince of the US security firm 
CloudFlare. 

The attacks began last week, 
according to Spamhaus, after it 
placed on its blacklist the 
Dutch-based Web hosting site 
Cyberbunker, which claimed it 
was unfairly labeled as a haven 
for cybercrime and spam. 


While the origin of the at¬ 
tacks has not been identified, 
some experts pointed the fin¬ 
ger at Cyberbunker, possibly 
in coordination with Eastern 
European cyber-criminals. 

CloudFlare, which was 
called for assistance by 
Spamhaus, said the attackers 
changed tactics after the first 
layer of protection was imple¬ 
mented last week. 

Prince said the so-called de¬ 
nial of service attack, which 
essentially bombards sites 
with traffic in an effort to dis¬ 
rupt, was ’’one of the largest 
ever reported.” 

Over the last few days, he 
added, ”we’ve seen congestion 
across several major Tier 1 
(networks), primarily in Eu¬ 
rope where most of the attacks 
were concentrated, that would 
have affected hundreds of mil¬ 


lions of people even as they 
surfed sites unrelated to 
Spamhaus or CloudFlare.” 

Prince noted that these at¬ 
tacks used tactics different than 
the ’’botnets” — these came 
from so-called ’’open re¬ 
solvers” which ’’are typically 
running on big servers with fat 
pipes.” 

’’They are like bazookas and 
the events of the last week 
have shown the damage they 
can cause,” he said. ’’What's 
troubling is that, compared 
with what is possible, this at¬ 
tack may prove to be relatively 
modest.” 

A spokesman for the net¬ 
work security firm Akamai 
meanwhile told AFP that based 
on the published data, "the at¬ 
tack was likely the largest pub¬ 
licly acknowledged attack on 
record.”

Facebook chief Zuckerberg 
tackling politics: report 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Facebook chief Mark Zucker¬ 
berg is helping form a group to 
lobby for US political reform 
in areas such as education and 
immigration policy, according 
to US media reports spreading 
online. 

The San Francisco Chroni¬ 
cle, Politico, and the Wall 
Street Journal were among out¬ 
lets reporting that the 28-year- 
old co-founder of the world's 
leading social network was 
helping unite technology in¬ 
dustry in a political action 
group. 

The group, which had yet to 
be named, reportedly set a goal 
of raising about $50 million, 
with significant contributions 
already provided by Zucker¬ 
berg and other technology in¬ 
dustry executives. 

Silicon Valley's long crusade 
to break open doors to America 
for foreigners with key tech¬ 
nology skills hinges on a polit¬ 
ical battle in Washington over 
broader immigration reform. 


For more than a decade, the 
tech sector has been struggling 
to get more visas and green 
cards for immigrants with en¬ 
gineering, math or science 
skills. 

Now, analysts say Republi¬ 
cans and Democrats appear to 
be looking at a comprehensive 
measure that deals with high- 
skilled workers and the mil¬ 
lions of undocumented aliens. 

Improving the ranks of 
studying science, math and en¬ 
gineering in US schools along 
with the caliber of courses are 
also issues dear to Silicon Val¬ 
ley, along with policies that 
encourage research and devel¬ 
opment to foster innovations. 

Zuckerberg has demon¬ 
strated a previous penchant for 
politics. In January, Facebook 
confirmed that Zuckerberg in¬ 
tended to host a fundraiser for 
New Jersey Governor Chris 
Christie early this year. 

The event at Zuckerberg's 
home in the California city of 
Palo Alto was to support the 
re-election bid of high-profile 
Republican Christie, who is 
seen as a possible future con¬ 
tender for US president. 

Zuckerberg's relationship 
with Christie dates back to 
2010, when the native of New 
York State made a $100 mil¬ 
lion grant to the troubled New 
Jersey public school system. 
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From bedroom to 
boardroom: UK teen 
turns tech millionaire 



LONDON (AFP) - Like many 
British teenagers, Nick 
D'Aloisio has a hole in the 
knee of his jeans and gets in 
trouble when his bedroom is 
untidy. Unlike most, the 17- 
year-old has just sold an app to 
Yahoo! for tens of millions of 
pounds. 

The US tech giant an¬ 
nounced on Monday that it is 
buying D'Aloisio's news-con¬ 
densing mobile app Summly 
for an undisclosed figure re¬ 
ported to be around £20 mil¬ 
lion ($30 million) — making 
the London schoolboy one of 
the youngest self-made multi¬ 
millionaires on the planet. 

D'Aloisio dreamed up 
Summly while revising for a 
history exam when he was 15 
— but two years later he speaks 
of market share and intellec¬ 
tual property with the self-as¬ 
surance of a CEO three times 
his age. 

"Yahoo! is one of these 
classic, well-known Internet 
companies," he told AFP in an 
interview at the office of his 
London publicist, sprawled in 
a chair in maroon jeans and a 
t-shirt. 

The tousle-haired teen 
hopes the Yahoo! deal will see 
the technology behind 
Summly — whose financial 
backers have included US 
actor Ashton Kutcher and 
Japanese artist Yoko Ono — 
reach an audience of "hun¬ 
dreds of millions of potential 
users". 

D'Aloisio's journey to tech 
super-stardom began at the age 
of "nine or ten" when his par¬ 
ents, a lawyer and a banker, 
bought him his first laptop. 

He taught himself how to 
video edit and before long 
moved on to programming — 
spending school holidays 
building apps at his home in 
leafy Wimbledon, south Lon¬ 
don, as "a hobby". 

He launched his first iPhone 
app, a "workout for fingers" 
called Finger Mill, when he 
was 12. Others followed, in¬ 
cluding music app SongStum- 
blr and Facemood, which 
attempted to predict a user's 


mood based on their Facebook 
status updates. 

The big breakthrough came 
in 2011 when D'Aloisio 
launched Summly's forerunner 
Trimit, which cut down long 
web articles to tweet-length 
summaries. 

The app received positive 
reviews from several tech 
blogs and quickly racked up 
tens of thousands of down¬ 
loads. 

Then, out of the blue, the 
teenager was contacted by rep¬ 
resentatives of Asia's richest 
man — Hong Kong billionaire 
Li Ka-shing. 

"They cold-emailed me," 
said D'Aloisio. 

Li was the first investor to 
contact him and, not knowing 
what to do, the teenager ig¬ 
nored the message. 

Two days later he was 
"stunned" when Li's people 
approached him again, and 
this time D'Aloisio agreed to a 
phone call. 

"They didn't know I was a 
15-year-old, so I had to ex¬ 
plain that," he said with a 
smile. 

"It was frightening. It was a 
hobby, I didn't expect this to 
happen. But at the same time, 
I had nothing to lose — I was a 
15-year-old." 

Li invested $300,000 in 
Trimit. D'Aloisio used the 
cash to develop the algorithm 
the app used to identify the 
key topics in a news article, 
working with scientists at 
Stanford University among 
others. 

Summly officially launched 
in November last year, on 
D'Aloisio's 17th birthday — 
and the rest is history. 

D'Aloisio will take up a job 
in Yahoo !'s London office in 
the next few weeks. 

He insisted that he will con¬ 
tinue to live at home, resisting 
temptation to splash out on a 
teen bachelor pad. 

His parents are "very enthu¬ 
siastic" about his success, he 
said — but are keen to keep 
their son's feet on the ground. 

"I still get in trouble if I don't 
have my room tidy," he said.

White House monitoring Guantanamo 
hunger strike

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House said Wednesday it 
was closely monitoring a grow¬ 
ing hunger strike among in¬ 
mates at Guantanamo Bay and 
reiterated President Barack 
Obama's vow to close the 
prison facility. 

Officials also noted that the 
International Committee of the 
Red Cross was sending a dele¬ 
gation to check conditions at 
the US military prison, a visit 
brought forward by the hunger 
strike. 

More than two dozen de¬ 
tainees have been refusing food 
to protest at their indefinite de¬ 
tention, amid what defense 
lawyers have described as 
mounting despair inside the 
prison. 

"I can tell you that the White 
House and the president's team 
is closely monitoring the 
hunger strikers at Guantanamo 
Bay," said Josh Earnest, a 


White House spokesman. 

"The administration remains 
committed to closing the deten¬ 
tion facility." 

David Remes, an attorney 
for 15 Guantanamo detainees 
told AFP last week that the 
hunger strike in its seventh 
week was unprecedented in its 
scope, duration and determina¬ 
tion. 

As of Friday, 26 detainees 
were on hunger strike — nearly 
double the number from a week 
earlier — with feeding tubes ad¬ 
ministered to eight, according 
to military authorities at the US 
naval base. 

The strike was launched at 
Camp 6 in Guantanamo on 
February 6, when a "routine" 
inmate search took place. De¬ 
tainees said guards had in¬ 
spected their Korans, which 
they perceived as "religious 
desecration." 

Camp 6, built on the hills 


around Guantanamo, houses in¬ 
mates who pose no particular 
threat and have no special value 
in the eyes of US authorities. 

Earnest referred to reports 
that a Red Cross team was 
heading to Guantanamo as part 
of a routine agreement to in¬ 
spect conditions at the prison. 

"We give them full access so 
that they can take a look at 
what's happening at the prison 
there," he said. 

Obama promised to close the 
camp in one of the first acts of 
his presidency in 2009, but his 
efforts have been frustrated by 
opposition to moving inmates 
to the US mainland in Congress 
and the difficulty of finding na¬ 
tions willing to accept detainees 
who are freed. 

Thorny legal issues sur¬ 
rounding trials for prisoners 
considered to be the most dan¬ 
gerous inmates have also ham¬ 
pered Obama's efforts.

However, at some date in 2015, 
Valero will no longer have any 
involvement with the refinery, 
unless an agreement is reached 
for their continued use of the 
port as a transshipment station, 
loading crude oil from small 
lake tankers coming from 
Maracaibo, into supertankers 
that cannot access Maracaibo 
directly. 

Valero Oil Company still 
has a strong presence on Aruba, 
despite the closing of the refin¬ 
ery. They provide all the gaso¬ 
line pumped at gas stations, no 
matter what name it is under. 
They also provide all of 
Aruba's fuel for the WEB 
power plant, and the jet fuel 
needed at the airport, suppor¬ 
ting the island's principal eco¬ 
nomic pillar at this time: 
tourism. 

Mr. Khan raised the ques¬ 
tion: when Valero does fully 
depart Aruba, will they do it in 
a financially sound, graceful 
ethical, and corporate socially 
responsible manner? He pro¬ 
posed they have generally 
shown to be concerned with 
those issues in the past, though 
the workers who lost their jobs 
in November of 2012, some 
having worked at the refinery 
for over 20 years, might beg to 
differ.

Mr. Khan noted that Valero 
tried for some years to sell the 
refinery, which would indicate 
a strong desire to leave Aruba, 
but other actions and invest¬ 
ments, such as a proposed part¬ 
nership with Aruba for an LNG 
terminal, would suggest differ¬ 
ently. At this time, Valero's fu¬ 
ture involvement with the 
island of Aruba is a big question 
mark. "We must assume that all 
options are on the table." 

Even if Valero sells the re¬ 
finery, there is likelihood of it 
being divided into the refinery 
area, to be turned over to the 
government, and the terminal 
area, to be kept by Valero and 
turned over to the buyer. Mr. 
Khan feels that the refinery 
area should be scrapped and 
developed. Having studied the 
situation, it has been calculated 
that the money earned by fin¬ 
ding a buyer for the scrapped 
materials would amply cover 
the cost of dismantling the re¬ 
finery, with the strong possibi¬ 
lity of even a surplus. 

According to Mr. Khan, the 
Aruban Government, however, 
does not have the personnel to 
manage such a project, nor the 
funds to pay those who must be 
hired to do it, so the founding 
of what he termed the "ultimate 
PPP (Public/Private Partner¬ 
ship) take place, with islanders 
"taking our destiny into our 
hands."

dustrial and research center." 
Funds will be acquired by sell¬ 
ing shares in the SDNA, for a 
projected 100 Aruban florins a 
share. "If we can sell ten bil¬ 
lions shares, we will have the 
billion Aruban florins needed." 
he advised. The shares will 
have strict clauses about ow¬ 
nership, transferability, voting 
rights, and penalties for non- 
compliance. Share types would 
also vary to protect against hos¬ 
tile takeover and control by a 
small group or a collaboration 
of companies. 

Shares would be sold with 
priority to Aruban citizens, 
pension funds, Aruban banks 
and Aruban companies. Pro¬ 
jects they have already consi¬ 
dered feasible for the refinery 
area is crude and clean storage, 
blending and transshipment, as 
exists today, a container harbor, 
ship bunkering and sophisti¬ 
cated repair services, dry dock 
services for larger vessels, a re¬ 
search center for green technol¬ 
ogy, and an industrial fishing 
center. This area would also be 
a major freezone, making 
Aruba the European/Latin 
American/Caribbean hub that 
is a principal ambition of the 
current government. 

Reclaiming the land would 
take an estimated one year for 
80% of the facility, and perhaps 
two years for the remaining 
20%, which is the refinery 
proper. Certain areas which 
have absorbed toxic substances 
could be reclaimed by covering 
with geo textile and fresh sand. 

In closing, Mr. Khan ex¬ 
plained the key players in rea¬ 
lizing such a plan would be 
Valero, Aruba's Government, 
legislators of the Parliament in 
passing the laws and approving 
the transfer, and the SNDA, as 
the developer/investor of the 
project.

Following Mr. Khan, Daniel 
Brete explained his reason for 
urging the Aruban government 
to abandon their plan to move 
the container harbor from 
Oranjestad to Barcadera, and 
seriously consider San Nicolas 
Harbor instead. While planning 
his thesis for his Master's De¬ 
gree from the University of 
Liverpool, Mr. Brete studied 
the issue as his subject. 

The plan for Barcadera to 
become Aruba's new container 
harbor has been in place for 
years, even before this current 
administration came into of¬ 
fice. This was formulated at a 
time when it was thought the 
refinery would continue to op¬ 
erate, with no end in sight. 
Now that it is abandoned, it is 
time for the island to seriously 
examine the port facility avai¬ 
lable behind the refinery walls. 
The expense that would be re¬ 
quired to dredge and refit Bar¬ 
cadera that would enable it to 
handle the super-sized con¬ 
tainer ships that will dominate 
commercial shipping in the 
near future, has already been 
spent on the San Nicolas termi¬ 
nal, which can accommodate 
supertankers. 


Valero is using a number of 
piers within the San Nicolas 
harbor at present, but an entire 
area on the west side of the port, 
which alone is more than double 
the size of Barcadera Harbor, is 
idle, and already available for 
receiving container ships. A 
comparison chart showed San 
Nicolas Harbor is, in every way, 
superior to Barcadera as a con¬ 
tainer harbor, with capabilities 
of receiving larger ships requir¬ 
ing greater drafts and wider 
beams. San Nicolas harbor has 
two entrances, like Oranjestad 
harbor, as opposed to Bar- 
cadera's single entrance, making 
it easier for ships to access the 
piers of either end. 

Mr. Khan and Mr. Brete 
were only the first two speakers 
presenting exciting ideas for 
San Nicolas that would make 
intelligent use of the large area 
now occupied by the refinery, as 
well as stimulating the economy 
of the surrounding community. 
The proposals and presentations 
of the other three speakers, 
Patrick Newton of KPMG, Ver¬ 
non Huerta of Ernst & Young 
and Michael van Romondt of 
Deloite will be recounted in this 
continuing series.

Norway's first lesbian 
pastor throws in the 
towel 


OSLO (AFP) - Norway's first 
woman pastor to enter into a 
same-sex civil union will quit 
her ministry to protest against 
the discrimination gays and 
lesbians face within the 
Lutheran Church, she said in 
an interview published 
Wednesday. 

"It has become untenable 
for me to represent a Church 
where parts of it are still quite 
exclusionary," Hilde Raastad 
told the daily Aftenposten. 

In 1997, she became the 
first woman pastor in Nor¬ 
way to tie the knot in a civil 
partnership with another 
woman. 

Ten years later, the church 
officially authorised the ordi¬ 
nation of gays, but gave bish¬ 
ops and clerical authorities in 
charge of recruitment the 
right to refuse a ministry to a 
person living in a same-sex 
civil union. 

Raastad said she had been 
refused several positions 
even though she was some¬ 
times the only candidate, and 
said she had sent a letter to 
Oslo Bishop Ole Christian 


Kvarme asking him to annul 
her ordination. 

"I consider homophobia a 
sin," she told Aftenposten. 

"A local church can't pick 
people by the colour of their 
skin or their ethnicity. In the 
same way it can't exclude or 
judge people by their sexual 
orientation," she said. 

"It has been a burden to 
feel the disapproval of my su¬ 
periors, to see that they con¬ 
sider my love a theological 
problem and that I live a life 
that would lead to sin and 
perdition," she added. 

Questioned by the paper, 
the bishop, a conservative 
who is known for his opposi¬ 
tion to the employment of ho¬ 
mosexuals in the Church, 
refused to comment on the 
contents of the letter which 
he said he had yet to read. 

He said he would likely 
meet with Raastad in person 
to discuss her complaints. 

Norway has allowed gays 
to marry in church since 
2009. Church and state were 
officially separated last year.

BERLIN (AFP) - A property developer removed more of the Berlin Wall on Wednesday 
in a surprise dawn move amid a bitter running protest over the dismantling of the once- 
detested Cold War division. Some 250 police were dispatched to the site. Opponents 
have organised a rally for Thursday after several protests along the 1.3-kilometre 
(nearly one mile) stretch of Wall, known as the East Side Gallery, since the beginning 
of March when a first panel was taken away. Investment group Living Bauhaus, which 
is building a residential development behind the Wall, said Wednesday's removal was 
temporary to provide access to the construction site. Since 1990, the outdoor gallery 
has been covered in brightly coloured graffiti murals, including the famous "Fraternal 
Kiss" depicting Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev and East Germany's Erich Honecker 
locked in an embrace. The 3.6-metre high stretch is a tourist magnet and a must-see 
for history buffs retracing the dark chapter of Berlin's 28-year-long division who are 
otherwise hard pressed to find remnants of the Wall to photograph.

Basketball: "Dunk City" 
living hoop dream in 
March Madness 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Florida Gulf Coast University’s 
Eagles, the high-leaping 
speedy squad nicknamed 
"Dunk City”, are the unlikeliest 
’’Sweet 16” club in the history 
of the US national college bas¬ 
ketball tournament. 

But on Friday, the little 
school that was rejected when 
it sought a pre-season scrim¬ 
mage against the University of 
Florida will finally take the 
court against the Gators to de¬ 
cide a quarter-final spot in 
"March Madness.” 

The National Collegiate Ath¬ 
letic Association (NCAA) 
men's tourmanent sparks mil¬ 
lions of people in the United 
States to create brackets pre¬ 
dicting how every team will 
fare all the way through to the 
April 8 championship game. 

With millions of dollars in 
television rights payments 
going to schools and sports 
fans across the nation trans¬ 
fixed to the games, the tourna¬ 
ment shows off future NBA 
stars and gives unfancied sides 
a chance to face iconic ones. 

That's where Florida Gulf 
Coast comes in. The Eagles 
were a 15th seed, next to the 
bottom of the draw, but they 
upset second seed Georgetown 
in their opener and knocked out 
San Diego State as well, be¬ 
coming the first 15th seed to 


reach the round of 16. 

In doing so, the Fort Myers 
college in only its second year 
of tournament eligibility pro¬ 
duced a TV-highlight slam 
dunk, a one-handed pass from 
Brett Comer to Chase Fieler, 
who leapt high, grabbed the 
ball in his right hand and in one 
motion jammed it into the 
hoop. 

The roster includes three in¬ 
ternational players — Swiss 
junior guard Christophe 
Varidel, German freshman 
guard Alexander Blessig and 
Croatian sophomore forward 
Filip Cvjeticanin. 

LaSalle's Explorers, a 13th 
seed, will face ninth seed Wi¬ 
chita State, aptly named the 
Shockers, in a game between 
two other NCAA surprise 
packets as other games will be 
played this weekend in Indi¬ 
anapolis, Washington and Los 
Angeles. 

But having Florida Gulf 
Coast hanging around this late 
would be like having an FA 
Cup in England where League 
Two sides like AFC Wimble¬ 
don or Accrington Stanley 
went deep into the last matches 
against the likes of Manchester 
United, Chelsea or Tottenham. 

"Dunk City is coming,” Ea¬ 
gles sophomore guard Bernard 
Thompson said. "So everybody 
be ready.”

Brazil Olympics stadium shuts over 
roof problems 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazil’s preparations for the 
World Cup and Olympic 
Games have run into further 
trouble after the authorities in¬ 
definitely closed a Rio de 
Janeiro stadium because of 
roof problems, the city’s mayor 
announced. 

The Joao Havelange sta¬ 
dium, home to the Botafogo 
football club and due to host 
the track and field competition 
during the 2016 Games, will 
be shut down until the matter 
is resolved, mayor Eduardo 
Paes said. 

"Today, we cannot say when 
it may reopen. We are going to 
look into what solution can be 
found," said Armando 
Qeiroga, a top official of 
RIOURBE, the city’s urban 
planning firm. 

After being informed of the 
problems by the company 
working on the structure, Paes 


said he asked if they repre¬ 
sented a risk for fans. 

"The answer was yes," Paes 
said in remarks quoted by the 
O Globo newspaper. "We can¬ 
not play around with an issue 
like this." 

He said it was not necessary 
to destroy the entire stadium 

The stadium will not be 
used for the Confederations 
Cup in June or the 2014 World 
Cup. Still, Botafogo and other 
Rio clubs who currently use 
the venue have been informed 
of the situation and asked to 
look for alternative locations. 

Word of the closure comes 
as Rio's iconic Maracana sta¬ 
dium, which hosted the final of 
the 1950 World Cup, is under¬ 
going a makeover amid con¬ 
cern that reconstruction was 
falling behind schedule. 

Earlier this month, FIFA 
Secretary General Jerome Val- 
cke said "there is no plan B" in 


case the Maracana or any of 
the other five venues for the 
Confederations Cup are not 
ready in time. 

Known locally as "Engen- 
hao" due to its location in the 
Engenho de Dentro neighbor¬ 
hood, the Joao Havelange sta¬ 
dium stadium opened in 2007 
for the PanAm Games and at 
the time was considered one of 
the most modem sporting ven¬ 
ues in Latin America. 

It has the capacity to hold 
47,000 people, with authorities 
planning to increase that num¬ 
ber for the Olympics. 

The 2016 Summer Games 
will be held in Rio de Janeiro 
August 5-21, 2016. 

The development of mass 
transit projects, the moderniza¬ 
tion of the city's port area and 
the construction of the 
Olympic village are all viewed 
as a source of concern as the 
clock ticks down.
